Regarding the PTOL-413 sent April 6, 2009 the Applicant's representative submits this 
Interview Summary response. 

Interview Summary : The Applicant's representative agrees with Examiner's Summary in 
the referenced PTOL-413 wherein the Examiner Jakieda R. Jackson states that per a 
telephone conversation on March 31, 2009 claims 1, 10, and 11 were discussed. The 
Applicant's representative indicated that the rejections of the independent claims are 
improper for at least the reason that Brecher discloses multiple types of dictionaries or 
equivalents which exceed the dictionaries claimed in the independent claims. Further, the 
Applicant's representative pointed out that the references cited did not disclose or suggest 
claims 10 and 1 1, or their equivalents. No agreement was reached.
